J^oi a Matter 
of Morals 
or 
fHUigion, 
It is noteworthy in connection with 
the numerous religious conventions held 
in Philadelphia this spring that few, if 
any, have declared in favor of Prohibi- 
tion, 
While these assemblies have har- 
monized upon questions affecting their 
denominational interests and upon doc- 
trines of religion and 
morality, 
they 
have accorded 
the largest liberty 
of 
opinion and action in regard to the 
propc sed Prohibitory amendment. This 
has been a grievous disappointment to 
iis advocates, who confidently expected 
to give their policy such'^ semblance of 
religion and morality as to coerce the 
churches into its support in spite of the 
judgment and experience of a larger 
portion of their membership. 
Instead 
of being able to identify their cause 
with the religious and moral sentiments 
oi the people, the Prohibitionists find 
some of the largest and most influential 
denominations manifesting a decided 
repugnance lo it. 


In this situation the attempt to stig- 
matize the opponents of Prohibition as 
"drunkards 
and wine-bibbers" or 
as 
<'tools of the liquor interests'* has most 
signally failed at the very opening of 
the campaign. 
So far from succeeding 
with this well worn polemical artifice, 
tbe 
Prohibitionists discover 
that 
the 
practical morality of their own position 
has 
been 
successfully 
assailed. 
In 
Kansas the voluntary associations and 
agencies 
for 
promoting 
temperance 
have fallen into decay under the oper- 
ation of Prohibition. 
T o the spontan- 
eous reformatory efforts of society and 
the gentle influences of religion has suc- 
ceeded a harsh and vindictive 
penal 
code, with a train of spies and inform- 
ers, breeding 
dissensions among 
the 
people and filling the Courts with per- 
jurers and malicious.prosecuiions. 
The 
United 
States 
Collector of 
internal 
revenue in Northern Iowa reports that 
in hisdistiict the consumption oi liquor 
has enormously 
increased, 
while 
its 
quality has deteriorated, under Prohi- 
bition. 
Large wholesale liquor-houses 
have been established on the borders of 
the State to supply the increasing de. 
mands of its inhabitants, and, to crown 
the whole, the municipal authorities ot 
some of the cities of Iowa license sa- 
loons to sell liquor in contemptuous de- 
fiance 
of the Prohibitory law. 
How 
much is morality among the people or 
the cause of good government promot- 
ed by a system which produces such 
results? 


What 
is there in the situation in 
Pennsylvania or in the character of its 
inhabitants to warrant the opinion that 
Prohibition would be more successful in 
this State than in the others that are 
now undergoing the experiment? 
Are 
the jieople of Pennsylvania more law- 
abiding or more temperate than the 
people of Kansas and Iowa, or are they 
more submissive under 
aibitrary re 
straints upon their personal 
liberties? 
So long as Mew York, New Jersey and 
other adjacent States shall permit the 
manufacture and sale of liquor. 
Pro- 
hibition in Pennsylvania would neces- 
sarily be a dismal failure. 


The only effect of Prohibition would 
be to change the methods ot sale and 
distribution of liquor. 
But what is to 
be gained, from any point of view, by 
closing the breweries and distilleries of 
Pennsylvania and transferring their bu- 
siness to rival interests in New York, 
Ohio and elsewhere? Surely there is no 
morality or justice in such a policy. 
How much would the cause of temper- 
ance be promoted by a system 
under 
which the licensed houses would give 
place 
to swarms of drinking 
clubs, 
»'joints/' 
"speak-easies" 
and 
other 
places ior the more or less open sale of 
liquor, and 
which 
would 
encouiage 
habits of secret indulgence in drink and 
family tippling? 
These are questions 
which address themselves to the plain 
common sense of the people of Penn- 
sylvania, and which cannot be met by 
appeals to the emotions.—Philadelphia 
Record,

The above criticism is fully warrant- 
ed by the startling ignorance shown by 
the startling ignorance shown by the 
attending physicians in the Somerville 
Cases. 


It can be aptly said that human life 
is too often sacrificed to the ignorance 
and bigotry of the profession.

In regard to the hanging of pietnrea^. 


a few cardinal principles should not be^ 
lost sight of. Pictures are made to be 
seen. They should not- be htmg so Mgli 
that one has to stretch one's neck to see 
them. A picture highly worked, up in 
detail should be closer to the eye than, 
a strong, broad composition, in -which, 
all perts of the composition are put in' 
in masses. Family pictures should be- 
confined to family rooms. The light 
on a picture should, come from the same- 
side as the light in a picture. Pictures, 
on the line of sight should be hung flat 
on the -wall; those above the line of 
sight may for convenience of inspection, 
be tilted slightly forward- Large heavy 
frames should never be tilted forward 
directly above sofas or chairs that are- 
close to the walL They always seem 
dangerous. It is not pleasant to Lave- 
the consciousness of a 200-pound man 
;usi over one's head, and his whole body 
swung out over the center of gravity. 
Groups ef pictures are only effective 
when there is harmony of subject, of" 
color and of fitness in the framing. 
Old paintings and new ones almost al- 
ways injure eaoh other when hung close 
together.

The motive power is, of 
CTOrso, more or less expensive, accord- 
ing to the cost of water, tliis being, it 
is stated, in Berlin, at the rate of a lit- 
tle more than one-tenth of a cent only 
for each trip.

Wow lo Ilnng Plclnirs. 


In regard to the hanging of pictnro«^ 
a few curdiuRl principles should not be- 
lost sight of. 
Pictures are made to be 
seen. IJiey should not be hung so high 
that ono has to stretch one's neck to see 
tbem. 
A picture Jiighly worked up in 
detail should be closer to the eye than» 
a strong, broad composition, in wliich- 
all parts of the composition are put in- 
in masses. 
Family pictures eliould be 
confined to family rooms. 
The light 
on a picture should come from the same* 
side as tho light in a picture. 
Picturegv 
on tho line of sight should be hung flat 
on the wall; those above the line of 
sight may for convenience of inspection, 
be tilted slightly forward. Large heavv 
frames should never be tilted forward 
directly above sofas or chairs that are- 
close to the wall. 
They always seem 
dangerous. 
It is not pleasant to have^ 
the consciousness of a 200-pound man 
just over one's head, and his whole body 
swung out over the center of gravity. 
Groups cf pictures are only effective 
when there is harmony of subject, of 
color and of fitness in tho framing. 
Old pamtings and new ones almost al- 
ways injure each other when hung close 
together. Few pictures should bo hung 
in the dining-room, and care should be 
taken in tlie selection of the subjecta. 
The writer was once obliged to take his 
dinner with an Oriental executioner, and 
had a decapitated victim on one side of 
him and a lugubrious Christian martyr 
by Wax on the other. 
It was almost as 
distressing as a crucifixion in a billiard- 
room or the death of Marat in a bath- 
room. 
It is not ap])etizing to have 
realistic pictures of dead fish in the 
dining-room, nor does it add to tho 
dieerfulncss of a parlor to give "Tne 
Death Eed of Abraham Lincoln" a 
[irominent 
place. 
Glazed 
pictures 
should never be hung opposite a win- 
dow, as thpy arc sure to refiect the light, 
disagreeably. 
Masonic certificates, cer- 
tificates of membership in a missionary 
society, etc., are not pictures at all, no- 
matter how much ornamented. 
They 
interest nobody but tho owner and hi» 
dearest friends, and are almost never 
ornamental. 
One should not be ego- 
tistical in his pictures any more than ia 
his conversation. — I n d e p e n d e n t .

Captain W. H. Squires, who exhibits this 
queer animal, said to the reporter: 


"This cow is ten feet long and weighs 


1000 pounds. Its tail is twenty inches 
across. We caught it in the inlet to the 
St. Lucie River, which drains the Ever- 
glades of Florida. 
We used in the cap- 


tare a seine 300 feet long, made of inch 
rope. This is a, very small cow. They 
grow from fifteen to twenty-four feet 
long, and to weigh from 10.000 to 50,- 
000° pounds- They are very powerful, 
and often break the strong rope of the 
seine like spool cotton thread. We at- 
tempted to net one, fifteen feet long, jusr 
before we caught this one, and it tore our 
seine to pieces.

A Captive Sea 


There has been on exhibition in Thomas- 
ville, 
Ga., a 
manatee or 
sea cow. 
Captain W. H. Squires, who exhibits this 
queer animal, said to the reporter: 


"Tliis cow is ten feet Ion": and weisfhs 
1000 pounds. 
Its tail is twenty inches 
across. 
We caui^ht it in the inlet to the 
St. Lucie River, which drains the Ever- 
glades of Florida. 
We used in the cap- 
ture a seine 300 feet long, made of inch 
rope. 
This is a veiy small cow. 
They 
grow from fifteen to twenty-four feet 
long, and to weigh from 10,000 to 50,- 
000 pounds. 
They are very ])owerful, 
and often break the strong rope of the 
seine like spool cotton thread. 
We at- 
tempted to net one, fifteen feet long, just 
before we caught this one, and it tore our 
seine to pieces. 
Their bones are like 
ivory, and worth $1 a pound. 
The meat 
in the markets of Havana is considered a 
delicacy, and sells at 15 to 25 ccnts pel- 
pound. There is but one live manatee cow 
on exhibition in this country besides this 
one. 
It is at Jacksonville, Fla. 
There 
was one, known as Old Columbus, at the 
Zoological Gardens in Cincinnati, 
but 
they killed and mounted it. 
Thijre was 
one also at Philadelphia, but it died and 
was mounted. 
We caught all of them. 
Old Columbus and the Philadelphia cow 
•weighed each 2000 pounds. 
They make 
a fearful struggle when iirst caught, but 
soon surrender like a sheej), and become 
very docile, 
Thoutrh creatures of im- 
mense power, they are easily controled. 
Tliey liave grinders, and eat grass like a 
cow. 
The eyes are about the size of a 
buckshot. 
The head tapers to a point. 
There are two flippers in front, no legs 
behind. 
The sea cow is found at only one 
place in North America, tlie Jupiter Inlet 
of the St. Lucic River, on the const of 
Florida. 
They are found at three j^laces 
only in the world—the mouth of the 
Amazon liiver, the mouth of the St, 
Lucie River, and near Cape Town, on the 
Cape of Good Hope in Africa. 
They 
seem to have their habitation in the warm 
waters of the Gulf 
Stream and its 
branches. 
The Gulf Stream begins at 
the Amazon River and runs very near the 
mouth of St. Lucie River, missing at that 
point the shore only three and one-half 
miles. 
They leave the Gulf Stream liere 
in pairs and enter the St. Lucie River to 
feed upon the tender blades of the mana- 
tee grass. 
They leave in winter and re- 
turn by jiairs late in the spring. 
Another 
curious thing about this queer animal is 
tliat it has one hair, about a half-inch 
long, that stands out perfectly straight 
from the body to every-square inch of 
surface. 
It lives in salt water, but feeds 
in fresh water. 
When in captivity they 
are kept in warm salt water and fed on 
common grasses, spinach and celery." 


The Congrebsional Library, 


The Congressional Library at Wash- 
ington contains 615,781 volumes and the 
pamphlets number 200,000, 
This, of 
course, is the largest collection of books 
in the United Stales, 
It is over twice as 
many as are included in the Astor Li- 
brary, where, according to Ifist accounts, 
the total footed up about 230,000 books; 
and it is live times as many as the Chi- 
cago Public Library can boast of, where 
there are sojnewhere in the neighborhood 
of 140.000 volumes. 
One-eiglith of the 
books in the Congressional Library be- 
long to the Law Department, and this 
division of the library is more frequently 
consulted than any other. 
There liave 
been over 7000 volumes added to tbo law 
library during the last year and nearly 
12,000 volumes to the general library. 
This make makes a total increase of 19,- 
OOU books. 
The Toner collection has

away from the polls.

000,000. The men employed in tbe 
business nmnber 750,000 and tbe horses 
1,000,000.

MASHED POTATOES. 


The object in mashing potatoes is to 


separate the starch cells, thereby render- 
ing the potato less indigestible. 
After 


the potatoes are boiled, pour off the water 
and~place them on back of range to 
eiaporare all absorbed moisture. 
Then 


press them through a strong coarse sieve 
twice, or once through the patent masher. 
To a quart of potatoes add two ounces of 
creamed butter, half a teaspoonful of salt 
and half a "pint of rich cream; beatitup 
-with a fork until as light as snowflakes, 
and serves. Thus prepared the potato-is 
a luxury. Do not press them with a fork 
or knife, as some vegetable cooks at res- 
taurants are in the habit of doing-

ther are wanted crusted, place the snowy 
dish in the oven a few minutes to brown.

A XICE BESSEKT. 


A nice dessert is made with canned 


peaches and gelatine as follows: Soak 
half a package of gelatine in half a cup- 
ful of water ^for two hours. Boil a cup- 
ful of water and a scant cupful of sugar 
fifteen minutes. 
Mash fine one pint of 


canned peaches, rub through a sieve and 
put them into the syrup; cook five min- 
utes, stirring constantly. 
Set the sauce- 


pan into another containing boiling water 
and add the gelatine; stir five minutes or 
more till the~gelatine is dissolved; then 
place the saucepan in a dish of ice water 
and beat the syrup until it begins to cool;

Carefully wipe two pounds of cleaned 
smelts with a dry cloth; dip them in 
milk, then roll in finely powdered cracker 
crumbs, next in an egg beaten with a 
saltspoonful of salt and a quarto** of a 
saltspoonful of pepper, and then again 
in cracker crumbs; fry them in enough 
smoking-hot fat to cover them, until they 
are golden brown. 
Take them from tho 
fat Avith a skimmer, lay them on a napkin 
or a piece of pa])er to absorb all fat, 
and serve them laid in rows with a few 
quarters of lemon on the side of the 
dish. 


MASUED 
POTATOES. 


The object in mashing potaiocR is to 
separate the starch cells, thereby render- 
ing the potato less indigestible. 
After 
the potatoes are boiled, pour off the water 
and place them on back of range to 
evaporate all absorbed moisture. 
Then 
press them through a strong coarse sieve 
twice, or once through the patent masher. 
To a quart of potatoes add two ounces of 
creamed butter, half a teaspoonful of salt 
and half a pint of rich cream; beat it up 
with a fork until as light as snowflakea, 
and serves. 
Thus prepared the potatoes 
a luxury. Do not press them witlx a fork 
or Icnifo, as some vegetable cooks at res- 
taurants are in the habit of doing. 
If 
they are wanted crusted, place the snowy 
dish in the oven a few minutes to brown.

A nice dessert is made with canned 
peaches and gelatine as follows: Soak 
half a package of gelatine in half a cup- 
ful of water for two hours.

place the saucepan in a dish of ice water 
and beat the syrup until it begins to cool; 
add the unbeaten whites of eggs tjnd beat 
till the mixture begins to harden.

let it harden.

FAVORITE PIES, 


Put in a pan on the stove a lump of 
butter the size of an egg; thoroughly mix 
with it when hot a heapening tablespoon- 
ful of flour; add gradually a cup of boil- 
ing water, 
being careful to form no 
lumps; beat a cup of sugar with three 
eggs till light, and add to the first mix- 
ture when it has sufficiently cooled so as 
not to scald the eggs; flavor with vanilla 
or nutmeg and spread in your pic tin that 
has previously had its crust laid on, and 
bake quickly with no upper crust; if de- 
sired the white of one egg can be re- 
served and used for frosting. 


After filling your tin with under crust 
spread your thinly sliced apples in even- 
ly, cover with upper crust and bake; 
while baking take 
enough sugar to 
sweeten nicely, and with a tablespoonful 
of butter, mix thoroughly till it creams; 
add grated nutmeg, and as soon as the 
pie is baked, with a thin, shaq) knife 
carefully separate the two crusts, and lay- 
ing the upper crust aside, spread the fla- 
vored butter and sugar evenly over the 
apples and replace the upper crust,—

Arsenic is not a desirable material lor 
sheep dip to destroy scab mitep or ticks. 
It is dangerous to the sheej) and the men

A better dip is made of 
one pound of coarse tobacco or the stems 
steeped in boiling water, but not boiled, 
along with foiu' oimces of sulphur for 
each gallon of water. 
When I'educed to 
120 degrees by slow cooling, being cov- 
ered up meanwhile, it is ready for \ise. 
Fifty gallons will be enouQ'h for fifty 
sheep if a tank no larger than is necessary 
to take in the sheep is used, and five or 
ten gallons is kept hot to replenish the 
liquid as it is used. 


•REMEDY von 
THE WHITE GRTO. 


The use of benzine has been found 
eilectual in France in destroying the 
white grubs (the larvai of the May or dor 
bug), which often do immense damage, 
especially in dry seasons, to lawns, straw- 
berry plants, seedling plants and other 
nursery stock. 
Holes are made in the 
ground infested with the grubs with one 
of the sharp iron dibbles used sometimes 
in transplanting small plants, and the 
benzine is poured 
into them. 
Fifty 
^ a i n s of benzine are used to the square 
yard, and care is taken to insert it above 
tlie plane of the feeding ground of the 
grubs. 
In an experiment recently made 
by one of the French forest officers, and 
reported at a meeting of the National 
Agricultural Society, the grubs on twelve 
acres were destroyed at a cost of only 
i|S3.20 per acre.

POT-GROWK 
STltA^VBERRIES. 


The so-called potted strawberry piants 
are grown by rooting runners in small 
pots about two inches in diameter. These 
are filled with rich soil and soon become 
filled with a mass of roots. 
The plants 
are shaken out of the pots and wrapped 
in moss, and are thus sent safely to mucli 
greater distances 
than rooted 
runner 
plants taken from the beds. 
They grow 
on when planted without any check, and 
when set out in the fall wiJl bear a full 
crop the next spring. 
They are usually 
sold for twice to four or five times as 
much as runner plants. 
They are not 
ready for distribution until July. 
A 
potted plant set out in July or Augoist 
will make several runners which can be 
grown in the simie way and transplanted 
in the fall, and so in the end this is 
really tlie cheajDest way to get a stock for 
fruiting the next 
¿¡eason.—JVa/)

n o w TO DEHOnN. 


Mr. H. M. Scott, 
of Scott 
County, 
Kan., fiends the Pmine Farnw his mode 
of dehorning cattle, which is as follows: 
*'We have taken the horns oil our herd 
of cattle, and can recommend dehorning 
to the readers of the Pmine 
Fanner, 
I 
made a chute one foot wide at bottom, 
fiaring at the sides to admit the largest 
animals; twenty-four feet long, 
with 
Htanchion at one end, six inches wide, to 
fasten tiie neck in. 
Then "vve put on a ^ 
]uilter to hold the head down, by a pole \ 
with a Hhort chain with hook 
on, 
to 
fasten to the halter. 
We next ])lacedtho 
end of tJie pole under the cross pieces of 
the stanchion frame and lield the head 
down on a cross piece of 2x4 scantling, 
laid under the head and lying on a rest 
fastened to the posts at each side. 
Then 
we attached a rope to one of the side 
posts, and put it over the animal's head, 
above the eyeS) using two rings ou the 
rope that come on each side of the head. 
We passed one end under the jaws, and 
drew through the rings and fastened to a 
j)08t of the stanchion frame on the other 
side, to keep the Jiead from moving (tide- 
ways, 
TJius the animal was securely con- 
fined, 
-Wetting the hair and rublnng it 
back out of the wiiy of the saw, the 
operation was then quickly done. 
Then, 
^by t^tking off the halter and rope, re- 
moving the scantling and lifting the stir- 
rup that holds the movable stanchion, so 
that it could fall back, the animal walks 
out and the next is ])laced in the chute. 
By sucii an arrangejnent we took off 100 
horns in a day." 


WATEK FOR CROPS. 


More and more attention is being given 
to the need of sujjplying plenty of water 
to growing plants. 
Tlie importance of 
Wtttpr is shown by the fact that plants 
contain from seventy-eight to eighty-live, 
uud in £ome instances, as high us ninety* 


five per cent, of water, showing tha^ 
water is by tur the most important con- 
stituent of their growth. 
The plant dur* 
ing growth is constantly 
evaporating 
water through its leaves, stems, and at 
every pore, and the surface soil is giving 
off Avater in vapor all the time. 
The 
quantity of water required by a growing 
crop is simply iumiense. 
If water fails 
to be Supplied the growth is checked and 
finally comes to a standstill, and then the 
plants begin to wilt and dry up. 
It has 
been caculated that the production of one 
pound of wheat requires the evaporation 
of seven 
hundred or eight 
Imndred 
pounds of water during the growth of 
the plants. 
A German scientist found 
that the production of two and a fourth 
pounds of barley required the evaporation 
of one hundred and fifty-five gallons of 
water. 
Such a consumption of water 
would require a rainfall of about six 
inches. 
Two tons of hay per acre would 
re]iresent a rainfaP. of eleven inchcs. 
If 
the rainfall is deficient a full crop will 
not be obtained unless some means are 
provided to artificially sujiply v.ater. 
By 
providing an artificial sujiply of water to 
be used when needed abundant crops 
can be secured every year. 
In many in- 
stances ])rooks or streams of water might 
be turned aside and conduetcd along side- 
hills and used to supply the farm crops 
with water when needed. 
Or if there be 
no brooks that could be used for the pur- 
pose, a well with a windmill and pump 
could be used to irrigate six or eiglit 
acres.—Ploy(jhman, 


C0VE1U^'0 SETCD. 


There are certain principles governing 
the germination of seeds ami the after 
growth of the plantii, and not only is it 
of great imiiortance to the farmer to 
imderstaud these, but attention to them 
is also of vital moment to the plant itself. 
Seed must be germinated in the dark 
until the young roots are sufticiently 
formed to begin to feed, because, if ox- 
])osed to the light they grow of a green 
color, which does not belong tb roots,but 
only to the upper parts of the plant— 
those parts which grow in the light. 
Roots having a great epidermis cannot 
feed, because the green color is prelim- 
inary to the formation of bark, 
which 
is meant to exclude-moisture and not to 


•

absorb it. 
When seed are sown broad- 
cast over the field, and then covered so 
lightly as to allow the sun's ra3^s to reach 
them, instead of forming healthy roots, 
capable of imbibing nourishments from 
the soil, they become incapable of feed- 
ing because the moutlis of the roots have 
grown up sealed, as it were, by the 
change to an incipient bark, which,if the 
exposure to light continues, finally be- 
come a perfect bark, by which their 
whole character is changed. 


('rops grown from seeds scantly covered 
suffer from stiirvatioa at the moment of 
germination, 
which is 
continued 
by 
natural circumstances so long or so far 
into the life of the plant as to obstruct 
its growth in every stage. 
The con- 
sequences are a feeble plant, having its 
groA\ing period thrown into the season 
for filling up, and finally its ripening 
sc;i5on thrown into so late a part of the 
year as to compel it to produce weak, 
shrunken and immature grain at a time 
beyond its natural 
time of 
harvest. 
Shallow covering stunts the plant and its 
produce, owing to an excess of light at 
germination.

CCI.TIVATiON OF OminAXTS. 


As a rule currants are not cultivated at 
all. 
They are planted in some out of the 
way place, or along a fence where at best 
they can be cultivated or hoed only on 
one side. They are pruned spasmodically, 
or not at all, and soon become a tangled 
mass of weeds, dead wood, moss covered 
trunks, or branches with a stunted growth 
of shoots on top and the feeblest cluster 
of buds on the two-year-old wood. 
At 
best such a row of currant bushes cim 
give only a poor crop of the smallest 
fruit. 
But after the currant worm at- 
tacks them and strips oil the leaves the 
curants wither up and are not worth pick- 
ing. 
Currants should have as good cul- 
tivation as corn or potatoes, and this with 
a coat of manure or a top dressing of 
superj)hosphate and nitrate of soda has a 
wonderful eifect. 
TJie pruning consists 
in cutting out tho old branches, strip- 
ping out all the suckei-s (except two or 
three to be left to form new branches), 
and in the full or spring cutting back the 
shorts or suckers about one-half. 
The 
weaker they are the more sliould they bo 
shortened back. 


'J'he best way to I'enovate an old row 
of currant bushes is to set out new ones 
where you can culivate on both sides of 
the row, 
JMeantime, if you do not wish 
to root out the old ones, give them a se- 
vere pruning, and either hoe or fork the 
ground to kill the grass and weeds or 
cover the ground thick enough with ma- 
nure or mulch to smcither the gi-ass and 
weeds; or, better still, sow three or four 
ounces of equal parts of nitrate of soda 
and supherphosphate to each bush. Scat- 
ter it broadcast on the land for a distance 
of two or tliree feet on each side of the 
row. 
The earlier this is done in the 
spring the better, and if not done till the 
bushes are in full leaf avoid sprinkling 
the fertilizer on the leaves, as it some- 
times burns them. 
Kecollect, however, 
that these fei'tilizers are not substitut^ii: 
fur hoeing or mulching. 
If the weeaa 
and grass are left to grow they will take 
the lion's share of the nitrates and phos- 
phates. 
But if you hoe or smother tlie 
grass and weeds the effect of tho fertili-
